STEWART’S DISEASE 


ALARMING IN WEST 


Before a gathering of Western On- 
tario agricultural representatives 
held at St. Thomas on Thursday 
to discuss the spread of Stewart's 
Disease among the sweet corn and 
field corn of the district, Dr. G. H. 
Berkley, of the Dorainion Laboratory 
of Pathology. described the depreda- 
tions of the disease in Essex and 
Kent Counties as alarming. Evid- 
ence of the blight has also been found 
in Middleton, Lambton, Norfolk and 
Elgin Counties. 

Originally, in Long Island, New 
York, the disease was introduced into 
Ontario In imported seed corn. Cap- 
able of destroying the corn three days 
after it becomes apparent, the plague 
threatens to make growing of corn 
prohibitive in the affected districts.
